It* Chief feature Solitary Ccmflnemant

BmiMDELPniA, , April 9.—The articles, 


upon prison .life in Russia, recently contrib- 
uted ;to The Century magazine by one who 
has investigated the horrors of the great 
"White Bear's Dungeons, have caused much 
comment. Of all prison torture solitary con- 
Bnemont is the worst. The effect of being 
shut into a given inclosure can only be re- 
alized doubtless by those who have had such 
tHc'periencej but any one who has been in- 


£ voluntarily forced to pass a day, even a few 
hoar*, without a fellow being to speak or to 
listen to, can readily understand that solitary

imprisopmeut must be maddening, lien 
surrounded with every comfort and luxury, 
feut iwljfcJno necessity for work, trying to 
live without occupation, have been known to 
commit suicide from very ennui. Fancy, 
then, a prisoner passing days, months, years 
confined alone; the brain preying upon it- 
self} the organs, the muscles the whole phy- 
sique, .especially constructed for a struggle, 
unused (.without an ear to listen, a word to 
broak the perpetual silence, and beyond all 
that mysterious sympathy which is necessary 
to a human being's nature. 
': I have Been looking into this matter of sol- 
itary confinement a little of late. Perhaps 
few of your readers know that the most rigid 
system:of, solitary confinement (barring, 
perhaps, the, Russian) is. carried out in Bel- 
gium.,,.- I .give you a cut of the exercise 
cage, which Is Jocated:inside the grand court 
of the largest prison of that country. It is 
gloomy enough, but Its horrors are only a 
Jliht of the terrors- of tho Isolation that 
Is' practiced'. there. The convicts rarely see 
any; one; even at chapel they are so dis- 
posed in little cells, open on one side, as 
to be unable to see each other; and the chap- 
lata and the guard are about the only human 
being* they see from one'year's end to an- 
other. Certain convicts who work in gangs 
must be allowed; to see each .other, but they 
are swatted In white garments and their 
faces-are^ closely wrapped, the wrappings 
bejng pierced only with eyeholes and breath- 
Ing hoh»i-so that they never see each other's 
countenances. 


So that, gloomy as is the exercise cage of 


.the Belgian prison, there ia no doubt that the 
time passed therein by the prisoners is, by 
reason of their otherwise cramped confine- 
ment, like those delicious moments of con- 
valescence to one who has suffered from a 
severe illness. But unlike the convalescent, 
the pleasure of the prisoner is clouded with 
.the remembrance that his relief is but for an 
hour,'and then he must go back to endure 
the torture of solitude.

Mills said that when he got home las) 
night, he found his wife and her two 
daughters carousing with several white 
men. They made an assault on him, bat- 
tering him considerably, and then threw 
him out of the house. He returned ai 
soon as he was able, and found his wif« 
dead, and then notified the sheriff; Milli 
was locked up pending an investigation.

The following personal sketch ot Judge 


Wilkin is taken from the Daily News, 
published at Danville, the home of the 
nominee: 


Jacob W. Wilkin was born in LicKing'coimty, 


Ohio, June 7th, 1837, and came with Ills parents 
to Crawford county, this state, in 1844, where .lie 
was reared on the home (arm and attended'' 
three mouths winter schools until 1856, when he 
went to McKendree College, at Lebanon, 11!., 
where he took the classic course to within three 
months of graduation. 
; 


In the spring and summer of 1802 he assisted 


in recruiting for tbe Union army and was mis- 
tered Into the service as Captain of Company K, 
130th Illinois Infantry. Be took an. active part 
In the campaign and aleh'e olVicksbutg. He was 
at Grant's headquarters daring the siege on spe- 
cial duty, and for some time after the surrender. 
He was In the Bed River campaign and all its 
battles. He was also on General Eansom's staff 
and on duty with him at the battle of Sabine 
Cross Roads, April 8th, 1864, where General 
Ransom was seriously wounded, and Captain 
Dickey, his Adjutant General, a son. of the late 
Judge Dickey, was killed." Cajjtaiii 'Wilkln waV 
also In the Mobile campaign, at the siege and 
capture of Spanish Fort, storming of Blakely 
and surrender oi Mobile, and in other battles 
and skirmishes, and was mustered out at the 
close of tbe war and given a Major's commission 
on account of meritorious conduct. He was 
never in hospital, never sick an hour, and al- 
though be bad many close calls, never got a 
wound.
